City attorney Ernest Faulkner 
was called in to advise whethar 
or not withdrawing a vote under 
those circumstances was in ord- 
er, Faulkner cited an old case 
involving a school hoard elec- 
tion where a board member 
attempted to change his vote 
A judge in that case would not 
permit him to do it. and on 
the basis of that precedent. 

Faulkner advised that Feltner’s 
‘‘yes” vote for Gibson remain 

Fate of Fifth In Doubt 

The fate of the fifth commis- 
sioner. which Hazard is requir- 
ed to have because of recent 
legislation, remains in doubt 
since the present commissioners 
could not agree unanimously 
on a fifth choice 

At the Tuesday meeting. Dr 
Eli C. Boggs received a 2-1 vote 
for appointment as a commis- 
sioner. apparently enough to 
elect him. But at this point. 

Feltner introduced a letter from 
attorney general Jo M Ferguson 
which said that since Hazard 
theoritically has a five man 
board, at least three commis- 
sioners must agree on all mo- 
tions before they can be pass- 
ed. 

The board had difficulty in 
seeing eye-to-eve in its’ inter- 
pretation of Ferguson’s letter 
at the Tuesday meeting, how- 
ever. and the meeting was con- 
tinued until Thursday while, 
city attorney Faulkner studied 
the letter

A 15-boat flotilla from Hazard cruised down a muddy Ken- 
tucky River yesterday from Beattyville to Irvine, where the lat- 
ter is holding its sesquicentonniel celebration 

A large crowd lined the sandy shores and an overhead bridge 
to greet the Hazard manners. Several persons, including Irvine 
Mayor R W Smith and his wife, both dressed in 19th century 
costume, extended the welcome hand to the 30 members of the 
flotilla 

Rain marred much of the trip for the boaters. Several of 
them were caught unprepared, without raincoat or hat, and when 
the rain fell, they were forced to strip to swim trunks and tuidure 
the wet and the cold wind of boats powered by 35 and 50 horse 
power motors. 

The boat owners towed their craft from Hazard to Beatty- 
ville, where at 9:30 they put into a swollen Kentucky River, filled 
with floating trash A few rode surf boards the last 18 miles, 
between two of the three locks the party went through. 

They stayed in Irvine about two hours. The river continued 
to rise, and there was some question of whether or not the locks 
would be able to send them on up river. The lock master at one 
lock told the party that if the river were another foot higher, 
his lock would not be able to open against the pressure. 

All boats were back in Boattyville by six p.m.

considered legal until Feltner 
introduced Ferguson's letter at 
a meeting last Tuesday. Now 
they are void. The resolution 
stipulated that 35 and $2 fees 
be paid to the Planning and 
Zoning Commission for residen- 
tial and business building per- 
mits. 

Under the employee ordin- 
ance, the city elected to con- 
tinue operating under chapter 
85 and 89 of the Kentucky' Re- 
vised Statutes after being re- 
classified to a third class city. 

Chapters 85 and 89 of the 
statutes provide for investing 
the power to hire and fire city 
employees to the board of com- 
missions. An alternative to these 
provisions is found in chapter 
95, which would give city em- 
ployees the right to a hearing 
and to appeal the results of 
Uhat hearing. 

City manager Hobert Wooton 
said this ordinance would not 
be involved in the changes caus- 
ed by Ferguson’s letter. The 
ordinance merely classified an 
existing situation and did not 
initiate anything new

COUNTY AGENT'S NOTES 



Water, Cheapest Feed For Cows 



The average cow will consume i 
about 12 to 15 gallons water j 
per day. Water should be kept 
clean and free of contamination. 
When cows get plenty of water, 
body temperature is reduced 
and milk production increases. 
One test showed that cows wat- 
ered three times per day drank 
40% more water than when 
watered one time per day — and 
produced 20% more milk Giv- 
ing cows free access to fresh, | 
cool, clean water is one way to 
beat the summer milk slump. 
Don't Plow Corn to Death- 
Many a fine Saturday after- , 
noon has been wasted by farm 
hands with steel beams work-1 
ing overtime in waist-high corn. 
What that “lay-by” operation 
did was to cut down the yield. I 
Plow your corn as shallow as 
possible to get the weeds and 
as few times as possible to keep 
it clean. 

The roots of a stalk of corn 
at 8 weeks of age are 4 feet I 
to each side and 4 feet down. 
The deep roots are reaching \ 
for moisture, but the feeder 
roots to each side are after the I 
fertilizer you put into the soil 
at planting time. These feeder 
roots grow right up to the sur- 
face at a distance of 2 x h. feet 
on each side of the stalk. This 
means they overlap in middles. 

Every feeder root that is cut 
greatly reduces your chances 
for top vield. Picture what a 
deep furrow would do to them 
even if you plowed eighteen 
inches from row Don’t plow 
your corn to death. In plowing 
corn, plow as shallow as pos- 
sible and cultivate only to keep 
corn clean. Put more com in 
your crib this fall. 

Growing Pullet* 

Summer is the period when 
growing pullets should be 
handled carefully. Follow a 
feeding schedule that will bring 
the pullets into full production 
in about six months of age. Give 
sufficient grain to maintain 
good body weight and postpone 
jegg production to desired age 
This means feeding a ration 
which roughly is half grain and 
half growing mash or perhaps 
more grain than mash during 
growing period.
